DEATH OFMAJ.WJ. ROBBINS 


CAPT. L. W. MINNIGH, BATTLE- 
FIELD GUIDE AND LECTURER.

Maj6r Wrn. M. Robbing, for eleven 


years a member of the Gettysburg 
Battle Park Commission, died at the 
home of his son at Salisbury, N. C., 
on last Wednesday in his 77tb year. 
The death of a daughter by horrible 
burning accident last year had been a 
great shock to the father. He went to 
his home at Statesville, N". C., in the 
ear 13- winter and had remained there. 
He was preparing to return to his 
duties at Gettysburg when, the sick- 
ness came upon him that led up to 
his death.. 


Major Robbins was born in North 


Carolina, educated at a Virginia col- 
lege and began the practice of the law 
before the war in Alabama. He en- 
listed as a private in the 4th Alabama 
which at the time of the battle of Get- 
tysburg was part of Law's Brigade of 
Hoods Division of Longstreet's Corps, 
and'participated in the fight at Little 
Round Top, losing in the same 66 men. 
Major Robbins was wounded in the 
battle of the Wilderness and by reason 
of his service at the end of the war 
was given the rank of Major. 


After the war he practiced law in 


North Carolina, was a professor of 
mathematics in a college in that 
state, served four years as a State 
Senator and six years in Congres.

LAST WEEK IN EACH MONTH 


RUBBISH TO BE REMOVED. 


Town Council Orders New Pave- 


ments—Repairs to Streets and 


Sewer Discussed. 


May meeting of Town Council was 


held Tuesday evening of last week, all 
couucilmen present. After President 
Plank had called to order and minutes 
of previous meeting were read aiid ap- 
proved, Wm. H. Frock, tax collector, 
asked for six exonerations of taxes for 
1902 and same were granted. 


Wm. H. Tipton, Jr., stated that he 


had put down a good pavement in 
front of his six houses on York pike 
and wanted council to require lot 
owners above him to make pavement 
up to crossing. This would require 
a pavement in front of colored grave- 
yard and lot of J. T. Bayly. Mr. Tip- 
ton stated he had filled up in front of 
graveyard lot several feet in order to 
make it cheaper to make pavement at 
that point. It was the sense of the 
council that the request should be 
granted and President Plank directed 
the secretary to notify the lot owners 
to make pavement. Later it was re- 
ported that Harry Clay desired Coun- 
cil to have Prof. Nixon and Mrs. Rob- 
inson make a pavement in front of 
their lots on east side of Washington 
street as he had a good pavement in 
front of his house. It was also stated 
that a party had fallen on boards in 
front of chapter house on same street 
and the secretary was directed to send 
notices to Dr. Nixon, Mrs. Robinson, 
the owners of chapter house property 
and Martin Winter to make pavement 
on 
AYa&hiugton street. 
President 


Plank reported Lewis E. Kumeraut as 
wanting pavement on West Middle 
street to connect with his new pave- 
ment and secretary was directed to 
notify P. F. Hennig and Councilman 
Beck to make their pavements. 


Councilman Wisotzkey of the High- 


way Committee reported Baltimore 
and Washington streets swept twice, 
and alleys and whole town, cleaned, 
that a great many cart loads of stufl 
had been put on East Middle street 
extended, that stand of Maurice Fox 
had been moved and sewer on land of 
David Troxsl fixed, and that a large 
amount of stone had been quarried in 
the Bender quarry. 


The Ordinance Committee reported 


that advertisements of the special elec- 
tion on sewer question bad been placed 
in papers. Secretary was directed to 
give County Commissioners the pro- 
per notice of the election so that bal- 
lots might be furnished by the com- 
missioners. 


Councilman Wisotzkey said the 


Highway Committee had cleaned the 
town and their work had been com- 
mended by many citizens and asked 
for an expression or suggestions of the 
councilmen. The Council agreed that 
the town looked nice and clean and it 
should be kept in that way and a gen- 
eral cleaning of once a month "was ad- 
visable. It was agreed that the clean- 
ing should be on the last week of each 
month. 
Citizens are asked not to 


place any rubbish in streets or alleys, 
but if in the last week they will place 
the rubbish of their yards in boxes in 
alleys it wili be gathered up and re- 
moved. It is asked that people keep 
this in mind and not disfigure alleys 
throughout month with rubbish but 
put it out once a month before the 
cleaning. If this is missed then wait 
until next cleaning before putting rub- 
bish out.

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TITLE OF DOBBIN HOUSE 


SLAVERY COUNTENANCED IN 


IT AT ONE TIME. 


While in the Woodwork May be 


Found Mementoes of the Battle 


Slavery Helped to Bring On. 


The old Dobbin home \vli'eh the 


Daughters of the American Revolution 
hope to own and preser\ e has a history 
suggestive of the life of the community 
in which it stood. 


The erection of building goes back 


to colonial days, to the simplicity of 
architecture of that time. In those 
days slavery was legal in Pennsylva- 
nia and the house saw the services of 
a slave. Though Rev. Dobbin was a 
m i n i s t e r and 
stood as an ex- 
ponent of a clas- 
sical 
education, 


yet he was doubt- 
less a believer in 
slavery as a di- 
vine 
institution 


and as proof of 
this we read the 
interesting clause 
in his will be- 
queathing to his 
wife "the remain- 
ing part of the 
time of my negro 
servant Lett." 


To that house he took a wile who 


at the time was legally the chattel 
of her husband and to whom all. her 
goods belonged and Parson Dobbin 
overcomes this legal absurdity by be- 
queathing to his wife the clock which 
she brought with her, and the dining 
table and case of drawers and books 
which she brought with her. 


The old title papers of the Dobbin 


home doubtless are in existence and 
would be rare possession for the 
Daughters of American Revolution 
to have. As the title has been figured 
out it runs thuswise : 


Alex. Dobbin takes the title in 1771 


andlmay have Irul the patent deed. He 
builds in 177G and lives in property un- 
til his death in 1808. It would appear 
by his will that the property is devised 
to hit* BOM Matthew. 
He gives the 


mother of hie four sons and two daugh- 
ters during her widowhood two rooms 
in house with privilege in kitchen and 
spring house in common with his t*m 
Matthew in the house in which he 
then lived. 75 acres of the west part 
of the farm is given to his son Alexan- 
der, his other children are provided for 
and all the rest and residue of his land 
i-: given to Matthew Dobbin, which 
evidently included the old stone house.

There are those 


who remember, 
however, 
that 


General Thomas 
Craig Miller, at 
one time sheriff 
of Adams county, 
owned and occu- 


pied the home and also Samuel Witb- 
erow, a brother-in-law of Gen Miller, 
the two having married Misses Mc- 
Ginley, sisters. Miller and Witherow 
likely lived in house in thirties and 
fourties. 


In the fifties Conrad Snyder lived 


there and probably owned it and after 
him James Pierce acquired title. There 
are bullets in woodwork to show house 
went through battle. James Pierce 
said property in July 1867 to John 
Rupp and latter in April 1869 sold to 
Henry W. Heck, who held it until a 
year ago. 


Last Survivor of "1812." 


In the little hamlet of Dunn Brook, 


about twenty miles from Utica, Kew 
York, lives Hiram Cronck, the last 
survivor of the war of 1S12. He enjoys 
a pension from the government and 
his state as the last survivor. He lives 
with Ms daughter and her husband. 
On April 29 he celebrated his 105th 
Jbirthday anniversary. He is now con- 
fined to his bed but his eyesight and 
hearing are good and he takes a deep 
interest in war matters and current 
events. When he first enlisted in war 
of 1812 he was under the age limit and 
his captain, Ichabod Davis, refused to 
keep him. He waited until he was 
old enough and re-enlisted in the same 
company 
under Captain 
Ichabod 


Davis, the grand-father of George E. 
Davis, one of the Gettysburg battle- 
field guards. The war was near the 
close when his enlistment took place 
and after five weeks he was honorably 
discharged as the war seemed at an 
end. The night of the same day of 
iis discharge a British gunboat fired a 
few desultory shots at the defenses 
surrounding Saekett;s- Harbor. Mr. 
Cronck re-enlisted next day as he was 
spoiling for a fight with the British, 
but only served forty days this time. 
Mr. George E. Davis, who was born 
in Xew York state near home of Mr. 
Cronck. and lived many years there, 
well remembers the veteran more than 
a hundred years old and recalls many 
personal and interesting incidents 
about him.

Xow of all 
the trees in the world our Virginia or 
red cedar, which crows «o luxuriatitly 
in the rfouth. particularly in Alabama 
and Florida, is the only one who^e 
wood meet? all these requirements. 


On the other hand, we go to foreign 


markets for our graphite, the best 
qualities of which come from eastern 
Siberia. Mexico, Bohemia and Ceylon. 
Pencil leads consist of a mixture of 
clay and graphite, both undergoing a 
careful and separate- treatment before 
they are united. The amount of clay 
depending strictly on the degree of 
hardness or softness; wanted for the 
pencil leads.—''Pearsons" Magazine 
for Mav.

Take, for Instance, the case of a sea- 
scape by Turner. 


A Captain Treharne was spending a ^ 


holiday in Barinoutn. Chancing one" 
day to be turning over the thousand 
and one articles in an old curiosity 
shop, he caine across a dirty, ragged 
painting depicting a sea scene. It was 
painted on an oak panel, was not 
framed and was in a terribly disrepu- 
table condition. Prompted to buy the 
derelict, the captain secured posses- 
sion of it for $(j. The purchaser took it- 
home with him, the- p-uniing was clean- 
ed and the varnish removed. Scrutiny 
then revealed the famous initials of. 
Turner-".!. M. W. T."-and its author^' 
ity was substantiated when submitted 
to an expert, who estimated its value 
at §3.500. 


More remarkable still was the his- 


tory surrounding Raphael's "Three 
Graces.'' While rummaging among a 
collection of old furniture in Italy a 
French art lover named Henri Raboul 
happened upon it. lie acquired the 
painting for a few francs. On his re- 
turn to France M. Raboul offered it to 
the Louvre for a modest $000, but the 
great Parisian art gallery refused to 
buy it. The owner finally disposed of 
it to an Englishman for .$750. In a few 
years the painting passed through a 
number of hands. Finally it was pur- 
chased by the Due d'Aumale for $125,- 
000. 


More remarkable was the purchase 


of the second example of Raphael's art. 
A gentleman of Pinner while walking 
along the Harrow road one clay had his 
attention arrested by a painted panel 
in the window and bought it for 12 
cents. The gentleman took it home and 
cleaned it. At the same time he was 
mystified by the initial •'£.." on the 
back of the panel. It was a genuine 
Raphael, worth §3,500.—Stray Stories.
